[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement center which 
managed a customers member information which is characterized by providing the following, and 
which is registered as a member for every member. The group registration means which carries 
out group registration of the aforementioned member. A group information management means to 
manage a member's member information by which group registration was carried out 
[ aforementioned ] for every group, and a group service provision means to offer predetermined 
group service to the member by whom group registration was done based on the member 
information for every group which manages with a groups-involved information management 
means.

[Claim 3] One of the aforementioned group services is the member intelligent manufacturing 
system program of the amusement center according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by being the 
accumulation data change service which changes peculiar accumulation data as accumulation 
data of the member in the same group for every member of the aforementioned member 
information. 

[Claim 4] One of the aforementioned group services is the member intelligent manufacturing 
system program of the amusement center according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by being the 
accumulation sum total service which totals peculiar accumulation data about the member in the 
same group for every member of the aforementioned member information, asks for the group 
accumulation data of the whole group, and provides the member in the aforementioned group 
with the service according to the accumulation value of groups-involved accumulation data. 
[Claim 5] In the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement center 
which managed a customer's member information registered as a member for every member The 
group registration means which carries out group registration of the aforementioned member, and 
a group information management means to manage a members member information by which 
group registration was carried out [ aforementioned ] for every group, ****** and a groups- 
involved information management means are the member intelligent manufacturing system 
program of the amusement center characterized by dividing into peculiar peculiar information a 
members member information by which group registration was carried out for every 
aforementioned member with common information common to all the aforementioned members, 
and managing it. 

[Claim 6] The member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement center 
according to claim 5 characterized by totaling the predetermined personal data of the 
aforementioned peculiar information about the member in the same group, and managing them as 
accumulation data of the whole groups involved.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention enables it to provide a customer 
with service per group especially about the system for managing the customer registered into 
amusement centers, such as a pachinko parlor, as a member. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As one gestalt of the member system in amusement centers, such 
as a pachinko parlor, it transmits and is made to accumulate each customer s member 
information (for example, the number of times of coming to the store, the number of **** 
currently deposited with the amusement center, the premium exchange information on ****, a 
game history, etc.) at the TETA base with the member identification information which consists 
of information which specifies members, such as a member s address, a name, sex, and age, for 
every customer. 

[0003] And it provides for a customer by computer etc., or better service is given to the 
customer for example, whose number of times of coming to the store is more than the number of 
times of predetermined about the member information accumulated at the database, for example 
according to a demand of a customer etc. Thereby, each customer can avoid exchanging for the 
same premium as what was exchanged in the past by recognizing the premium exchanged in the 
past with reference to premium exchange information in the case of premium exchange, for 
example while being able to recognize the present number of **** by referring to the member 
information on self. Moreover, it is expectable that can receive better service whenever the 
number of times of coming to the store increases, and regular customers increase in number in 
connection with this for an amusement center, and business results improve. Moreover, in an 
amusement center, it performs sending invitations, such as a notice to a member, etc. based on 
a member's address contained in each customer's member information, a name, etc. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] In the member intelligent manufacturing system 
program of the above amusement centers, since it is made to manage member information for 
every customer, for example, when sending the invitation to each member, an invitation will be 
sent based on the member information for every customer, therefore — for example, since the 
invitation is sent for every customer when having registered as a member of the same 
amusement center with the family, when the family lives together, for example, although 
addressing names differ, two or more same invitations will be sent to the same home The 
invitation which does not almost have that in the case of the invitation of an amusement center 
etc. each family member needs the invitation since it is transmitted to a family member in a 
domestic conversation etc. turning, reading and carrying out in many cases within a family, and 
does not have the need of sending will be sent, and this is useless. 

[0005] Moreover, although exchange with a desired premium will be performed about the service 
currently offered, for example for every member according to the number of **** in the case of 
for example, premium exchange service etc. For example, the number of **** which the 
customer holds till then since the number of **** is managed for every customer when one of 
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families becomes impossible by it etc. as for coming to the store, with a certain amount of 
number of **** suspended has the problem of becoming useless. Moreover, although a family 
member individual's number of **** has few cases of the customer who is the member, for 
example with the family etc., if it is the sum total of all families' ****, when a desired premium 
and exchange are possible, the number of **** cannot perform premium exchange, but since it 
has managed per individual, has the problem of being inflexible. Moreover, even if it is a family 
and intimate friends, others' member information cannot be seen, for example, there is a problem 
that comparison of game information with others etc. cannot be performed. 
[0006] Then, this invention aims at offering the member intelligent manufacturing system 
program of the amusement center [ presentation of the member information between specific 
members is possible, and ] which can aim at curtailment of member information while it can share 
between two or more members the information which is made paying attention to the above- 
mentioned conventional problem, and is set as the object of service among member information. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, the member 
intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement center concerning the claim 1 of 
this invention In the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement center 
which managed a customer s member information registered as a member for every member The 
group registration means which carries out group registration of the aforementioned member, and 
a group information management means to manage a member's member information by which 
group registration was carried out [ aforementioned ] for every group, It is characterized by 
having a group service provision means to offer predetermined group service to the member by 
whom group registration was done, based on the member information for every group managed 
with a groups-involved information management means. 

[0008] According to this invention, predetermined group service of a member s member 
information by which group registration was carried out being managed for every group, and the 
sum total in a group giving a warm treatment privilege to the group which became more than the 
number of times of predetermined about the number of times of coming to the store to a group 
member s amusement center by which group registration was carried out to this member by 
whom group registration was done, for example is offered. Thereby, the coming-to-the-store 
volition to a member's amusement center improves, and ****** improves. 
[0009] Moreover, the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement 
center concerning the claim 2 of this invention sets up two or more kinds of aforementioned 
group services, and it is characterized by offering the group service with which had the 
selectable service specification means for every group, and the aforementioned service provision 
means was specified to be by the aforementioned service specification means in group service of 
hope for every group among group services of these plurality. 

[0010] According to this invention, the group service specified with the service specification 
means as group giving [ which he wishes for every group ] is offered for every group, for example 
among the group services set [ sum total / of presentation of member information or the change 
of accumulation data, and accumulation data ] up two or more kinds. Therefore, desired group 
service is offered for every group by specifying group giving [ which he wishes according to the 
hope of the member in a group for every group ]. 

[001 1] Moreover, it is characterized by the member intelligent manufacturing system program of 
the amusement center concerning the claim 3 of this invention being accumulation data change 
service to which one of the aforementioned group services changes peculiar accumulation data 
as accumulation data of the member in the same group for every member of the aforementioned 
member information. 

[0012] According to this invention, peculiar accumulation data are changed to the accumulation 
data of the member belonging to the same group specified by the member by whom group 
registration was done for every member of the member information, such as the number of the 
game media which it has in the amusement center, for example, and change which exchanges 
accumulation data among group members is performed. Even when it follows, for example, it 
becomes impossible for which member in a group to come to the store to an amusement center 
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by move etc., this member's accumulation data are inherited as accumulation data of other 
members in the same group. 

[0013] In addition, as group service, member information presentation services which present the 
member information of the member in the same group mutually, for example are sufficient, and, 
thereby, a member can compare mutually with reference to member information of the member 
in the same group, such as game information or the number of times of coming to the store. 
[0014] Moreover, one of the aforementioned group services totals peculiar accumulation data 
about the member in the same group for every member of the aforementioned member 
information, the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement center 
concerning the claim 4 of this invention asks for the group accumulation data of the whole group, 
and it is characterized by being the accumulation sum total service which provides the member 
in the aforementioned group with the service according to the accumulation value of groups- 
involved accumulation data. 

[0015] According to this invention, the accumulation data for every members, such as the 
number of the game media which it has in the number of times of coming to the store or the 
amusement center to an amusement center among a member's member information registered 
the same group, are totaled about the member in the same group, and the group accumulation 
data of the whole group are called for. And according to the accumulation value of group 
accumulation data, accumulation sum total service of giving a group member a warm treatment 
privilege is offered. Thereby, the coming-to-the-store volition to a member s amusement center 
improves, and ****** improves. 

[0016] Moreover, the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement 
center concerning the claim 5 of this invention In the member intelligent manufacturing system 
program of the amusement center which managed a customers member information registered 
as a member for every member The group registration means which carries out group 
registration of the aforementioned member, and a group information management means to 
manage a member s member information by which group registration was carried out 
[ aforementioned ] for every group, ****** and the groups-involved information management 
means are characterized by dividing into peculiar peculiar information a member's member 
information by which group registration was carried out for every aforementioned member with 
common information common to all the aforementioned members, and managing it. 
[0017] According to this invention, with a group information management means When group 
registration is carried out for example, per family, a member's member information by which 
group registration was carried out The common information which consists of common data by 
all group members, such as the address or the telephone number, and a family name, among each 
group members member information, Member information is divided into the peculiar information 
which consists of peculiar data of each member, such as a name for every member, or game 
information, and a group member's member information is divided into the common information 
summarized to one, and the peculiar information for every member, and is managed. Therefore, 
since the common information of the member information is put together, the information 
managed with the part group management tool is cut down. 

[0018] Furthermore, the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement 
center concerning a claim 6 is characterized by totaling the predetermined personal data of the 
aforementioned peculiar information about the member in the same group, and managing them as 
accumulation data of the whole groups involved. 

[0019] According to this invention, about the predetermined personal data for every member, all 
the personal data of the member in the same group are gathered, and the number of the game 
media which it has in the number of times of coming to the store or the amusement center to an 
amusement center among peculiar information etc. is managed as accumulation data of the whole 
group. Therefore, in an amusement center side, since it has managed as accumulation data of the 
whole group about personal data, even when it becomes impossible for the member in a group to 
come to the store by move etc., for example, it is not necessary to perform special management 
of carrying out archiving of the personal data of the member who does not come to the store, for 
example, and the management to personal data is easy. 
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[0020] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] Below, the gestalt of operation of this invention is explained. 
Drawin g 1 is drawing showing the whole composition in the gestalt of 1 operation of this 
invention, and the gestalt of this operation applies the member intelligent manufacturing system 
program of the amusement center concerning this invention to the member intelligent 
manufacturing system program of the pachinko parlor as an amusement center. 
[0021] First, explanation of composition connects each equipment which this game intelligent 
manufacturing system program is a system realized by each equipment currently arranged in the 
hole 1 and the surveillance room 3 in a pachinko parlor, and is arranged in each of a hole 1 and 
the surveillance room 3 possible [ information communication ] through the telecommunication 
cable 50. 

[0022] The game machine island 2 which is the shape of an island by which two or more pachinko 
machines 10 as a game machine were arranged in the hole 1 is plurality (only one is shown in 
drawing 1 among those.). In each of the pachinko machine 10 currently arranged in each game 
machine island 2 The card reader 13 which can read the member number memorized by the 
member card which consists of a magnetic card etc., the game machine information equipment 
1 2 which communicates required information through a telecommunication cable 50, and every 
one ball rental machine 1 1 which lends out a pachinko ball are attached. 

[0023] Game machine information equipment 1 2 is a simple computer having storage, such as a 
microprocessor, an interface circuitry, and ROM, RAM, and it has a liquid crystal display, a 
speech generation device, etc. which are not illustrated, and it is also possible to transmit 
information to the customer in a game with these liquid crystal displays or a speech generation 
device. In addition, the pachinko machine ID for discriminating each pachinko machine 10 is 
assigned to each game machine information equipment 12. The example of drawing 1 shows signs 
that "0001" and "0002" are assigned as a pachinko machine ID. 

[0024] And while game machine information equipment 12 is connected to a telecommunication 
cable 50 through the built-in interface circuitry The various game information which the pachinko 
machine 10 and a ball rental machine 1 1 output, for example, the number of pachinko balls (out 
ball) which the customer supplied to the pachinko machine 10, Or the information which was 
taken out from the pachinko machine 10 and which it hits and the use situation of the ball rental 
machines 11, such as the number of balls (supply ball), the number of balls on hire for every 
customer, and the number of availabilities of a prepaid card, understands With the member 
identification information which the pachinko machine ID currently assigned to self and the card 
reader 13 read, it sends out to a telecommunication cable 50 to predetermined timing, and has 
become ready-for-sending ability to the management computer 30 currently arranged in the 
surveillance room 3. 

[0025] counting which performs counting of the pachinko ball which the customer carried after 
the game end in the aforementioned hole 1 — a machine 20 — for example, a premium exchange 
counter — near — etc. etc. — it installs — having — **** — this counting — the card reader 
21 which can read the member number memorized by the member card to a machine 20, and 
counting — counting which transmits the member number which the enumerated data and the 
card reader 21 of a machine 20 read to a management computer 30 through a telecommunication 
cable 50 — machine information equipment 

[0026] Furthermore, near [ in a hole 1 (for example, an entrance) ], information disclosure 
equipment 5 is arranged and this information disclosure equipment 5 is also connected to the 
management computer 30 through the telecommunication cable 50. This information disclosure 
equipment 5 is also a computer fundamentally, and has in one equipment which can input the 
information that information like a liquid crystal display or a speech generation device can be 
transmitted to a customer, such as equipment, a touch panel, and a ten key. And when it comes 
to the store, operating information, such as a generating situation of today's grand prize sent 
from a management computer 30 through a telecommunication cable 50, is exhibited with an 
image or voice by operating the screen where the customer is touch-sensitiveness. 
[0027] Moreover, after the card plug section which equipped information disclosure equipment 5 
with the same function as card readers 13 and 21 is prepared in one and inserts a member card 
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in the card plug section, when using this information disclosure equipment 5, unlike the service to 
a non-member, the service for members can be offered. As service for members, a non-member 
has the service which offers the more detailed operating information which is not exhibited, game 
information-analysis service of analyzing a member s game information, and displaying or printing 
the result, etc., for example. 

[0028] Moreover, the member to whom family registration or group registration was performed 
operates input units, such as a keyboard, in information disclosure equipment 5, and the 
demanded service is offered when offer of the service with which only a family member or a 
group member is provided is required. The service with which only this family member or a group 
member is provided has the change (accumulation data change service) of **** to presentation 
of the member information of the member for example, in the same family or the same group, and 
the member in the same group etc. 

[0029] The aforementioned **** is a pachinko ball which each member has in this pachinko 
parlor, the time of a game end — a member — counting, when there is no intention of performing 
premium exchange on that day, in case counting of the pachinko ball is carried out with a 
machine 20 Since there is no favorite premium when it carries out to a premium exchange 
counter, even if there was an intention of premium exchange, when counting was carried out, 
when the intention of exchange is abolished, it admits collecting a pachinko ball until the premium 
of later liking appears. 

[0030] And the personal computer 32 is connected to the management computer 30 currently 
installed in the surveillance room 3, and the personal computer 32 is equipped with member 
database 32A in which the member information for every member is stored, and operating 
information database 32B which has memorized the operating information on this pachinko parlor 
(for example, the number of times, the percentage of victories, etc. of great success of today for 
every pachinko machine, or the past). And a management computer 30 accumulates the 
information on member database 32A and operating information database 32B by controlling the 
personal computer 32 suitably while giving the information sent through a telecommunication 
cable 50 to a personal computer 32. 

[0031] The member information for every member is accumulated corresponding to the member 
number which this member database 32A is a database for accumulating the member information 
for every customer registered as a member, and is given for every member. The aforementioned 
member information For example, the attribute information K1 which expresses attributes, such 
as a member's full name, the address, a zip code, the telephone number, sex, and age, as shown 
in drawing 2 , The premium exchange information K3 that an exchange history, the exchange sum 
total, etc. of the game information K2, ****, and the premium showing a game history, the sum 
total, etc. are expressed, coming-to-the-store point information K5, such as the sum total 
(accumulation data) of coming-to-the-store histories, such as the **** information K4, such as 
the sum total of the history of a members ****, and the present number of **** (accumulation 
data), and a members coming-to-the-store time, and the number of times of coming to the 
store, etc. — from — it is formed 

[0032] Attribute information K1 among the aforementioned member information L For example, it 
is formed based on a setup of the member at the time of member registration. The 
aforementioned premium exchange information K3 For example, when premium exchange is 
performed by the pachinko ball ****(ed), it connects with a management computer 30, and it is 
updated when an operator inputs the exchanged number of pachinko balls with the terminal 25 
for premium exchange formed with a personal computer etc. moreover, counting, when a member 
number and **** update information are notified and a **** demand is performed from machine 
information equipment 22 When the number of pachinko balls and member number of the fraction 
which performed premium exchange from the terminal 25 for premium exchange are notified and 
a **** demand is performed, and when change operation of **** is performed in information 
disclosure equipment 5, the **** information K4 on the corresponding member information is 
updated. 

[0033] Moreover, when a member card is inserted in the card reader 13 attached, for example to 
the pachinko machine 10, it is read by the card reader 13, and is transmitted to game machine 
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information equipment 12 and the member number memorized by the member card 
communicates from there to a management computer 30 through a telecommunication cable 50, 
a management computer 30 recognizes coming to the store. Into a game, predetermined 
information, such as the numbers, such as a supply ball, an out ball, and a ball on hire, is 
transmitted as game information, and at the time of a game end Since a member draws out a 
member card from a card reader 13, it is recognized by game machine information equipment 12 
that the member ended the game in the pachinko machine 10 by this. Since the information 
showing the end of the game is transmitted to a management computer 30 through a 
telecommunication cable, a member's ON store is recognized by reading by the card reader 13, 
and it is store point information K5. While updating It is the game information K2 about the 
predetermined information transmitted into a game. It carries out and stores in member database 
32A one by one. 

[0034] Moreover, a management computer 30 controls a personal computer 32 suitably, makes 
member database 32A or operating information database 32B search according to the demand 
currently sent through the telecommunication cable 50 from information disclosure equipment 5 
grade, reads the information which is answered to a demand, and answers a demand origination 
side through a telecommunication cable 50 in the read information. 

[0035] Moreover, in a management computer 30, a member can be registered now as a family 
member or a group member by setting up in the input unit of a management computer 30 (group 
registration means). The aforementioned family member and a group member are provided with 
different service (group service) from a general member (group service provision means). This 
service for example, about a family member When the coming-to-the-store point which are the 
number of **** and the number of times which came to the store is managed for every family, 
for example, the coming-to-the-store point becomes more than a predetermined number 
Specific service is offered to all. this family member — in a family member individual The 
member who cannot receive the service in which there is little coming-to-the-store point, and 
the coming-to-the-store point is given to the general member more than a predetermined 
number also offers specific service by managing the coming-to-the-store point for every family 
(accumulation sum total service). Moreover, although premium exchange is performed according 
to the individual number of **** in the case of a general member, in the case of a family 
member, premium exchange can be performed according to the number of **** for every family. 
Moreover, according to a demand of a member, the member information of the same family 
member as the member concerned can be referred to now. 

[0036] On the other hand, about a group member, service of the change of **** which registers 
reference of the mutual member information in a group and a group members **** as **** of 
other group members in the same group etc. is offered. Moreover, specific service is offered, 
when a group members coming-to-the-store point (group accumulation data) is managed per 
group and the coming-to-the-store point of the whole group becomes more than a 
predetermined number (accumulation sum total service). And the service permission information 
that the service with which only these group members are provided means whether offer of each 
service is permitted by an agreement of for example, all the members' group members, hope, etc. 
is set up (service specification means), and only the service to which offer of service is 
permitted for service permission information is offered. 

[0037] In the aforementioned management computer 30, it manages for every family and every 
group about the member information of a family member and a group member (group information 
management means). A members member information by which family registration was carried 
out is managed for every family as family member information F, as shown in drawing 3 . The 
common attribute information F1 1 that it is common within family members, such as a members 
common attribute information that this family member information F was registered as a certain 
family's member, for example, a family name, the address, a zip code, and the telephone number, 
(common information), It is formed from the family member individual information (peculiar 
information) F12 which is a family member's individual member information, F13 **** 
(accumulation data of the whole group) of a family member's sum total, and the coming-to-the- 
store point sum total (accumulation data of the whole group) F14 of a family member's sum total. 
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The aforementioned family member individual information F12 is the individual attribute 
information KO which is information peculiar to a member, such as a name, sex, and age. The 
aforementioned game information K2 The aforementioned premium exchange information K3 It is 
formed from the **** history K41 and the coming-to-the-store history K51. 
[0038] On the other hand, a member s member information by which group registration was 
carried out is managed for every group using the group member information G, as shown in 
drawing 4 . This group member information G is formed from the attribute information G11 which 
specifies a group, and the link information G12 with a members member information L included in 
a group. The aforementioned attribute information G11 is the relation of the membership 
contained in a group, and a group member, service permission information, etc., and is set up 
based on the information by which an input setup is carried out at the time of group registration. 
In addition, the registration to a group or the deletion from a group is attained by a group 
members member information L being the same as the member information shown in drawing 2 , 
and setting to the attribute information G1 1, and adding or deleting a link information G12. 
[0039] and when presentation of the member information in a family is required from a family 
member by operation with information disclosure equipment 5 Read in the member card inserted 
in the card plug section in the management computer 30. The family who belongs from the 
member number of the member who demanded presentation of member information is specified, 
and from the family member information F of the family who specified, it is being begun to read 
the family member individual information F1 2 belonging to this family one by one, and transmits 
to information disclosure equipment 5. moreover, when presentation of the member information 
in the same group is required from a group member From the member number of the member 
who demanded presentation of member information, specify the group which belongs and it sets 
to the service permission information with reference to the attribute information G1 1 on the 
group member information G corresponding to the group. When presentation of member 
information is permitted, it is being begun to read the member information specified by the link 
information G12 one by one, and transmits to information disclosure equipment 5. 
[0040] Moreover, the group to which the member belongs from the member number which 
specified the group which belongs from the member number of the member who performed the 
change demand when the change of **** to a group member is required by specifying the 
member number of for example, the change point and the number of **** to change etc., and 
was specified as the change point by operation with information disclosure equipment 5 is 
specified, and when these belong to the same group With reference to the attribute information 
G1 1 on the group member information G that it corresponds, it sets to the service permission 
information. When the change of **** is permitted, the specified number of **** is subtracted 
from the **** sum total of the member information L of the member who performed the change 
demand, and the number of **** specified to be the **** sum total of a member's member 
information L specified as a transfer place is added. 

[0041] Moreover, by for example, operation with information disclosure equipment 5 or the 
terminal 25 for premium exchange By specifying the member number of the member who 
performed the change demand, the member number of the change point, and the number of 
pachinko balls to change as change operation of a fraction pachinko ball etc. When the change of 
**** to a group member is required, in a management computer 30, a member's affiliation group 
which specified the group which belongs from the member number of the member who performed 
the change demand, and was specified as the change point is specified. And when the change of 
**** is permitted in the service permission information with reference to the attribute 
information G1 1 on the group member information G that it corresponds when these belong to 
the same group, the number of **** specified to be the **** sum total of a member's member 
information L by which change specification was carried out is added, and change of **** is 
performed. 

[0042] Moreover, in a management computer 30, in the service permission information on the 
group member information G, when the sum total of the coming-to-the-store point is permitted, 
the sum total of the coming-to^the-store point of the group member belonging to the same 
group is managed as group member information G, and the service with which only a group 
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member is provided is offered according to the coming-to-the-store point. 
[0043] Next, operation of the form of the above-mentioned implementation is explained. If the 
customer who came to the store inserts a member card in a card reader 13 in the pachinko 
machine 10 and starts a game The member number read in the card reader 13 is notified to a 
management computer 30. in a management computer 30 From a member number, judge, and in 
being the family member, whether this member is a family member, you are the group member, or 
you are the general member by whom family registration or group registration is not done The 
coming-to-the-store point sum total F14 of the family member information F corresponding to 
the family who specified and specified the family to whom this member belongs is updated, and 
the coming-to-the-store history K51 of the family member individual information F12 
corresponding to this member is updated. When the group to which this member belongs on the 
other hand in being the group member is specified, it sets to the service permission information 
with reference to the attribute information G11 on the group member information G and the sum 
total of the store point is permitted, it is a group members coming-to-the-store point 
information K5. While updating, all members' coming-to-the-store point sum total in a group is 
computed. 

[0044] The count of the aforementioned coming-to-the-store point is counted by inserting a 
member card in a card reader 13, and is counted per day. That is, when a member card is first 
fitted over the inside of a day at a card reader 13, and the coming-to-the-store point is counted, 
for example, it comes to the store repeatedly to the inside of a day, or even when performing the 
game in the pachinko machine 10 to a day repeatedly, the coming-to-the-store point is counted 
as one point. 

[0045] in addition, when performing the game in the pachinko machine 10 to a day repeatedly, 
this coming-to-the-store point For example, after sampling the member card from the card 
reader 13, when the same member number is notified from a card reader 13 after predetermined- 
time progress When coming to the store repeatedly to the inside of a day, it may be made to 
count for every coming to the store, and you may make it count the number of times of coming 
to the store for every game in one pachinko machine 10 by counting. 

[0046] drawing 5 — counting — the pachinko ball to the **** demand from machine information 
equipment 22 and the terminal 25 for premium exchange which showed an example of the 
procedure in a management computer 30, and the customer carried after the game end — 
counting — it is applied to a machine 20 and counting is performed the case where the customer 
is doing member registration at this time — **** — it can carry out — a member card — a card 
reader 21 — inserting — counting — processing to the **** demand by the management 
computer 30 is performed by performing a **** demand in machine information equipment 22 
[0047] In a management computer 30, this member judges whether you are the family member 
based on the member number read and transmitted by the card reader 21 (Step S1). And in 
the family member next, this family member specifies the family who acts as a group (Step S2). 
and when the family who specified, for example, this member, is Family's f family member a 
Family's f family member information Ff — referring to — the **** total — F13 — counting, 
while adding the enumerated data transmitted from machine information equipment 22 Member 
information F12a corresponding to the family member's a member number As a **** history K41, 
predetermined information, such as for example, **** time and the number of ****, is written in 
(Steps S3 and S4). Thereby, the **** sum total F13 of the family f to whom the family member a 
belongs increases. 

[0048] On the other hand, when a customer is the group member, it is specified from the 
member number read by the card reader 21 that a customer is the group member (Step S1). 
When the group member's r member number is specified as a transfer place of **** at this time 
p, for example, a group member, (Step S5), and in a management computer 30 The group to 
which the member r specified as a transfer place belongs is specified from a member number. 
When the group to which the group member p who performed the **** demand belongs is the 
same group, with reference to the attribute information on (Step S6) and the attribute 
information G1 1 on the group member information G corresponding to this group, it sets to 
service permission information. It judges whether change is permitted or not (Step S7). 
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[0049] And **** information K4 on Member's r member information Lp specified as a transfer 
place when change was permitted The enumerated data which updated, wrote in predetermined 
information, such as **** time, a payer, and the number of transfer ****, as a **** history, and 
was notified to the **** sum total is added (Step S8). It means that **** which the group 
member p got was changed as the group member's r **** by this. 

[0050] When the group to which the member of a transfer place belongs the agency transferring 
money on the other hand is not the same (Step S6), or when change is not permitted for service 
permission information in the attribute information G1 1 on the group member information G that 
the member of the agency transferring money and a transfer place belongs (Step S7) for 
example, counting — the alarm information [ equipment / machine information / 22 ] for 
example, a group inequality, change un-granting a permission, etc. — notifying (Step S9) — 
counting — when machine information equipment 22 displays this, it notifies that an unusual 
setup was given to the customer 

[0051] Moreover, **** information K4 on the member information L corresponding to the 
member number of the member who performed (Steps S1 and S5) and the **** demand when a 
customer was not a group member or the family member, either, or when specification of the 
change point was not performed by the group member It sets and a **** history and the **** 
sum total are updated (Step S10). It means that the **** sum total of the member who 
performed the **** demand increases by this, and **** wa s performed. 
[0052] Next, drawing 6 is a flow chart which shows an example of the procedure in the 
management computer 30 to the information presentation demand from information disclosure 
equipment 5. A family member or a group member is provided with the service which can refer to 
member information mutually between the same family or the member of the same group. For 
example, if a customer inserts a member card in the card plug section and performs an 
information presentation demand in information disclosure equipment 5, in a management 
computer 30, processing shown in drawin g 6 will be performed and a customer will judge whether 
you are the family member based on the member number read from the member card (Step S1 1). 
And member information F12a - F12c which specifies Family f in [ when a customer is Family's f 
family member c ] a corresponding family and this case, and is contained in this family with 
reference to the family member information Ff of the family f who specified It is beginning to 
read one by one and transmits to information disclosure equipment 5 (Step S12). The family 
members' a, b, and c member information F12a - F12c which are the same family as the family 
member c by this It is displayed on information disclosure equipment 5. 

[0053] On the other hand, when a customer is not the family member, it judges whether you are 
(Step S1 1), next the group member (Step S13). And when a customer is the group member r of 
Group t, for example, Group t is specified in the group to which a customer belongs, and this 
case, and it judges whether information presentation is permitted in the service permission 
information with reference to the attribute information G1 1 on the group member information Gt 
on Group t (Step S14). And when information presentation is permitted, it is being begun to read 
the member information Lp, Lq, and Lr corresponding to the group to which a customer belongs, 
i.e., the member belonging to Group t, one by one, and transmits to information disclosure 
equipment 5 (Step S15). 

[0054] Thereby, member information Lp-Lr of the member belonging to the same group Gt as the 
group member r who performed the information presentation demand is displayed on information 
disclosure equipment 5. Moreover, when a customer is not the family member, either (Step S1 1) 
and is not the group member, either (Step S13), and when information presentation is not 
permitted in service permission information (Step S14), this is notified to information disclosure 
equipment 5 as an unusual setup (Step S16), and a customer is notified when information 
disclosure equipment 5 displays an alarm message. 

[0055] Next, drawing 7 is a flow chart which shows an example of the procedure of the 
management computer 30 when a change demand is performed with information disclosure 
equipment 5. A group member is provided with the service which performs change of **** 
between the members belonging to the same group. 

[0056] For example, if the change demand of **** is performed when a customer inserts a 
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member card in the card plug section of information disclosure equipment 5 and specifies the 
member number of the change point, and the number of **** to change, a management 
computer 30 will perform the flow chart of drawin g 7 . First, a customer judges whether you are 
the group member from the member number read in the member card (Step S21). When a 
customer is the group member next, the group to which this member belongs from the member 
number specified as the change point is specified, and it judges whether it belongs to the same 
group as a customer (Step S22). 

[0057] And for example, when the group member q of Group t performs a change demand to the 
group member p, since both the member who performed the change demand, and the member 
specified to be the change point belong to Group t, he judges whether change is permitted in 
service permission information with reference to the attribute information G1 1 on the group 
member information Gt corresponding to Group t (Step S23). 

[0058] When change is permitted, the number of change **** specified to be the **** 
information on the specified member information Lp of the group member p who changed, 
subtracted the number of **** and was specified as the change point is added from the **** 
sum total of the group members q member information Lq. Moreover, in this, it is each **** 
information K4. It updates (Step S24). It means that the group member's q **** was changed to 
the group member p who specified as the change point by this. 

[0059] When a customer is judged not to be the group member on the other hand based on the 
member number read in the member card (Step S21), When the member who required by 
changing with the member of the member number specified as the change point does not belong 
to the same group (Step S22), When change is not permitted in the attribute information G1 1 on 
the group member information Gt (Step S23) This is notified to information disclosure equipment 
5 as an unusual setup, respectively (Step S25), and a customer is notified of an unusual setup by 
information disclosure equipment 5 displaying an alarm message etc. 

[0060] As mentioned above, with the gestalt of this operation, since each customers member 
information was managed per the family unit or group, and the coming-to-the-store point is 
totaled for every group and every family and it enabled it to manage, if a family member or a 
group member is provided with warm treatment specification according to a family or the 
coming-to-the-store point for every group, a member can be gained per a family unit or group, 
for example. Moreover, in a private member, there is little coming-to-the-store point, also about 
a member who is not provided with the warm treatment privilege according to the coming-to- 
the-store point, possibility that a warm treatment privilege will be offered can spread, more 
members can be provided with service, and improvement in ****** can be aimed at. 
[0061] Moreover, since it can exchange when a premium with many pachinko balls which 
exchange takes by being able to perform common use of **** easily, for example, cooperating in 
all families is also earlier, since the **** sum total was counted per family, and the possibility of 
premium acquisition can be raised about a family member, a members coming-to-the-store 
volition can be raised, and ****** can be raised. 

[0062] Moreover, even when it seems that a certain family member, for example, a, changed his 
address, and coming to the store became impossible, since it is inherited as a family's number of 
**** or the coming-to-the-store point, this family member's a number of **** or the coming- 
to-the-store point can utilize effectively the number of **** or the coming-to-the-store point 
which the family member a gained. Moreover, an amusement center side does not need to 
process saving the accumulation data of the family member a who stopped coming to the store 
until for example, a predetermined period passes etc., either, and is not troubled by the 
management. 

[0063] Moreover, about a group member, even when it becomes impossible for which member in 
a group to come to the store by move etc., by performing change of **** to a group member, 
this member's **** can be inherited and it can utilize effectively. Moreover, it can utilize 
effectively by totaling the coming-to-the-store point per group also about the coming-to-the- 
store point, without making useless the coming-to-the-store point of the member it became 
impossible to come to the store. 

[0064] Moreover, in the gestalt of the above-mentioned implementation, among family members 
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or among group members, since it enabled it to show member information, mutual game 
information or premium exchange information can be seen, for example among members, and the 
sum total or comparison within a group or a family etc. can be performed. 

[0065] Moreover, in the gestalt of the above-mentioned implementation, a family member forms 
the family member information F per family. Moreover, the shell which a group member forms the 
group member information G, and managed each family member or the group member by this, A 
nearby short time can show member information by the case where can distinguish the same 
family or the member of a group easily, for example, presentation of member information etc. is 
processed. 

[0066] Moreover, about a family member, they can cut down processing with a management 
computer 30 or a personal computer 32 while they can cut down the amount of information of 
the part and member database 32A, since information common to each family member, for 
example, the address, a family name, the telephone number, etc. were summarized to one as 
common attribute information F1 1. Moreover, since he is put together, using as a family member 
the member who resides in the common address and was managed, even when mailing an 
invitation etc. to ******, about a family member, cost reduction can be planned that what is 
necessary is just to send per family, for example. 

[0067] Moreover, to a group member, service permission information is set up beforehand. For 
example, the shell which offered only the service set up for this service permission information, 
and by setting up service permission information based on all group members' intention 
beforehand When there is the coming-to-the-store point's being totaled as the coming-to-the- 
store point of a group when there is a group member who does not want to total the coming—to- 
the-store point, or a member who does not want to show member information, it can avoid that 
member information will be shown etc. 

[0068] in addition, a ****** [ totaling for example all group members' coming-to-the-store point 
in the gestalt of the above-mentioned implementation based on service permission information to 
a group member ] — or, although it is made to set up whether member information is shown 
Although a certain group member's coming-to-the-store point is used as the individual coming- 
to-the-store point by setting up service permission information for every group member, for 
example Member information is shown, or although member information is not shown, it is also 
possible to offer partially service of as opposed to [ like ] a group of totaling as the coming-to- 
the-store point of a group. 

[0069] Moreover, in the gestalt of the above-mentioned implementation, although the case where 
the number of **** and the coming-to-the-store point were managed per family about a family 
member was explained, it is also possible to enable it to set up whether in service permission 
information, the number of **** and the coming-to-the-store point are totaled within a family 
like a group member's case, and to total the number of **** and the coming-to-the-store point 
according to this setup, for example. 

[0070] Moreover, in the gestalt of the above-mentioned implementation, although the case where 
the system concerning this invention was applied to a pachinko parlor was explained, the 
candidate for application of this invention is not limited to this, and can be applied to amusement 
centers other than a pachinko parlor, for example, the amusement center in which the slot 
machine which performs a game as a game medium using a medal was installed, the game center 
which similarly performs various games using a medal. 

[0071] Moreover, in the gestalt of the above-mentioned implementation, although the case where 
only the coming-to-the-store point was totaled about a group member was explained, it is also 
possible to total also about the number of **** and to enable it to perform exchange with a 
premium per group. 
[0072] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, since the member intelligent manufacturing system 
program of the amusement center concerning the claim 1 of this invention manages a members 
member information by which group registration was carried out for every group and offered 
predetermined group service to the member by whom group registration was done, it can raise 
the coming-to-the-store volition to a members amusement center by which group registration 
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was carried out, and can aim at improvement in ******. 

[0073] Moreover, since the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement 
center concerning the claim 2 of this invention offered the group service chosen for every group 
with the service specification means for every group, it can offer the group service according to 
the hope of the member in a group by specifying the group service of which a member expects 
for every group. 

[0074] Moreover, since the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement 
center concerning the claim 3 of this invention changed peculiar accumulation data among the 
members in the same group for every member, inheritance of accumulation data of it is attained 
and it can utilize a member individuals accumulation data effectively. 

[0075] Moreover, since the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement 
center concerning the claim 4 of this invention is totaled about the member in a group and 
offered predetermined service about accumulation data peculiar to the member of the member 
information according to the accumulation value of this group accumulation data, it can raise the 
coming-to-the-store volition to a member s amusement center, and can raise 
[0076] Moreover, the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement 
center concerning the claim 5 of this invention About information common about all the members 
in a group among the member information by which group registration was carried out, it is made 
a bundle as common information. Since each member information is divided into common 
information and peculiar information peculiar to each member and was managed, while the part 
and amount of information which put common information together are reducible, the processing 
load to management of member information is mitigable. 

[0077] Furthermore, the member intelligent manufacturing system program of the amusement 
center concerning a claim 6 Since the predetermined personal data for every member of the 
peculiar information are gathered about the member in the same group and were managed as 
accumulation data of the whole group For example, even when it seems that it became 
impossible for the member in a group to come to the store by move etc., since it manages as 
accumulation data of the whole group about personal data, it cannot be troubled by management 
of the personal data of the member who stopped coming to the store by the amusement center 
side, and member information can be managed easily.
